Coach  Defensive  Backs) 
helped  shape  and  lead  the  2006  Bluejay  Football  team  to  many 
victories!  They  closed  out  the  season  with  a  6-4  overall  record 
and  a  3-4  mark  in  the  College  Conference  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin 
(CCIW).  Elmhurst  College  placed  fifth  in  the  CCIW  league. 
Several  players  were  named  to  the  CCIW  all  conference  team. 
They  included  senior  linebacker.  Ward  Brady  who  finished  second 
on  the  team  in  tackles  with  87  (50  solo).  He  also  totaled  three 
interceptions.  In  CCIW  games,  Brady  ranked  third  in  the  league 
in  tackles  per  game,  averaging  8.7  stops  per  contest.  He  was  also 
named  a  CCIW  Defensive  Player  of  the  Week  earlier  this  season. 
Senior,  Defensive  tackle  Brian  Keaton,  who  earned  his  second 
consecutive  all-conference  honor  after  earning  second  team 
recognition  in  2005.  Keaton  finished  the  year  with  46  tackles, 
including  7.5  tackles  for  loss  and  two  sacks.  He  also  led  the  team 
in  quarterback  hurries.  Senior  offensive  linemen,  Louie  Rachmaciej. 
He  earned  his  first  all-conference  selection.  Rachmaciej  helped 
anchor  an  offensive  line  for  an  offense  that  averaged  over  306 
yards  per  game.  Junior  defensive  back,  Kyle  Maple  garnered  his 
first  all-conference  selection  after  finishing  fourth  on  the  team  in 
total  tackles  with  57.  The  hard-hitting  safety  also  recorded  two 
interceptions,  four  pass  break-ups  and  forced  two  fumbles.  He 
was  also  named  a  CCIW  Defensive  Player  of  the  Week  earlier  in 
the  season.  Junior  linebacker,  John  Scardullo,  a  netted  his  first 
all-conference  honor  after  leading  the  Bluejays  in  total  tackles  (91) 
and  solo  tackles  (60).  He  also  recorded  eight  tackles  for  loss,  three 
interceptions,  three  pass  break-ups  and  four  forced  fumbles.  He 
ranked  second  in  the  CCIW  in  tackles,  averaging  9.2  tackles  per 
game  in  league  contests.  Senior  defensive  tackle,  Mike  Heffernan 
inished  the  season  with  22  tackles,  including  1.5  tackles  for  loss. 
Lastly,  senior  wide  receiver,  Terence  Young  closed  out  his  career 
by  earning  his  first  all-conference  honor.  He  caught  36  passes  for 
team-highs  in  receiving  yardage  (490)  and  touchdowns  (five).  He 
also  carried  10  times  for  46  yards  and  two  scores.  Young  finished 
his  career  with  148  receptions  for  2,107  yards,  both  Elmhurst 
career  records.  He  also  caught  a  pass  in  39  consecutive  contests, 
also  a  new  Elmhurst  record.

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This  year  four  players  were  named  to  the  College  Conference  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  (CCIW)  all  conference 
team.  Sophomores  Brent  Ruch  was  named  to  the  first  team,  while  Ryan  Burks  was  named  to  the  second  team. 
Seniors  Brian  Lee  and  Nick  Michael  were  chosen  for  the  third  team.  This  was  Brent  Ruchs  first  all  conference 
honor,  he  ranked  second  on  the  team  in  scoring  and  steals,  plus  he  led  the  team  in  blocked  shots  and  rebounds. 
Brent  was  named  CCIW  player  of  the  week,  early  in  the  season  and  Scored  a  career  high  of  32  points  in  the 
Bluejays  loss  vs.  Augustana.
